-Thev 
include the metals calcium and magnesium, 
which, combined with phosphate and with 
carbonate, form the mineral framework oi 
the tooth, and which must be haite 
represented in the dietary. They include 't] 
vitamins of the D group, which are necessary 
for calcification; the phosphatase enzyme 
which renders blood phosphate available for 
dentine formation ; and, probably, the hormone 
of the parathyroid gland, which regulates 
the calcium balance between the blood and 
the tissues. With these factors also must be 
associated the, presence or absence of agents 
harmful to the teeth—fluorine, which occurs 
in traces in tea, and in certain natural waters,

From the dietetic standpoint, calcium, 
phosphate and Vitamin D are the most"im- 
portant, since they are the most likely to be 
deficient in the civilised dietary of Europeans.

sary for the normal calcification of both the 
skeleton and the teeth, and modern denitat 
bio-chemistry is largely based on! the work 
of Lady Mellanby, who within the es 
twenty years has shown that defective con: 
ditions of the teeth can be evoked and 
remedied by dietary factors, an experimenta! 
observation of great importance and. promise.

This is a rather startling statement, in view 
6f the fact that the bishop refers to the 
doctrine of “Justification by Faith” “asa 
German-made religion, originated by a fallen 
priest.” Our Church, on the other hand, 
teaches that “‘ Justification by Faith” is “a 
most wholesome doctrine.’’ There is evidence 
of a further lack of charity in the terms laid 
down by Bishop Cohalan for acceptance by 
Irish Churchmen.

In other words, Protestants have 
only to accept the Papal magesterium in toto, 
and the Pope will be graciously: pleased to 
receive us. Taught by the lessons of the 
past, every Protestant who has studied thie 
question realises that submission on such 
terms itivolves acceptance of every dogma 
that Rome regards, and will yet regard, as 
necessary to salvation, together with a com- 
plete renunciation of the Reformation 
heritage. 

‘The Writer of the Article’’ denies that 
the Church of Ireland “‘ has neither altar nor 
Mass.” 1 presume he is acquainted with the 
fact that, although the word ‘altar’ 
occurred in the Prayer Book of 1549, it was 
rejected in the Revision of 1552. This fol- 
lowed an Order in Council, dated November, 
1550, which bade every bishop pluck down 
the altars and prescribed a table instead. 
The word “altar’’ was not reintroduced in 
the Revision of 1662, nor yet in the Irish 
Revision of 1926. In view of this fact, what 
significations does your correspondént attach 
to the terms ‘“‘altar’’ and “ Mass ’’?

STUDY OF THE CLASSICS 


No matter what they did in life they had 
got to express themselves, even if the extent 
lo which they wrote was only a letter.

No one argued 
that they should return to the elaborateness 

of the beginning of the last centurv, What 

they could do was to make quite certain tha‘ 

they were not writing in a slipshod way. He 
appealed to every teacher to strive to seé that 

he or she expressed himself or herself simply, 

clearly and shortly, and that he’ or she 
should set before the pupils the idea .that 
they will not give way to slipshod methods 
in what they have to read or write,

“art | in Hotels" 


Your suggestion that hotels ’in this 
country should utilise the walls of their 
public rooms for the display of pictures 
by Irish artists, writes a correspondent, 
deserves a. trial. 

It may be that a little preliminary diffi- 
culty might be experienced in securing and 
selecting the pictures, but, if individual 
artists were approached, they would, 


probably be only too willing to co- “operate á 


in the work. 

The hotels would be greatly assisted in 
this: national work by an association of 
Irish artists or by some commercial] art 
agency acting on their behalf. If, instead 
of having to approach artists individually, 
the hotels could procure a continuous 
supply of pictures from some centaal 
agency, the display could be arranged, 
and the work of sale. and pay- 
ment would ue made much easier. Such 
a central agency could supply: the pictures 
to hotels in the first instance, change the 
pictures at regular periods, collect the 
purchase priae for pictures which had 
been sold, and transmit the money to the 
artist concerned. 

If there is no agency 
existence which could undertake the 
business—and I am sure there must be 
one in Dublin—the artists themselves 
might organise a co-operative group for 


the purpose. 
“ A™Soldier’s Song” 


A correspondent who has been reading 
through the new Constitution is worried 
by the absence of any reference’ to “ A 
Soldier’s Song ' as the National Anthem.

OPENING MEETINGS 


The opening meeting season is now at. its 
height, and practically every day of the 
coming week will see the opening of the 
session of, at least, one Society. The first 
of the opening meetings took place last: 
Saturday; when a distinguished audience of 
medical men heard a paper which was read 
to the Biological Association by Dr. Micks 
on the history oi Therapeutics. Incidentally, 
this meeting created sdmething in the nature 
of precedent, as the University Philosophical 
Society, in a burst of quixotic gallantry, 
allowed the Biological Association to use their. 
rooms for the purpose of entertaining the 
lady visitors to tea. 

In this connection there is a rumour. that 
the Dublin University Law Society; will hold 
its opening meeting in the G.M.B., and that 
pefmission is being sought for lady members 
of the. Society and visitors to attend the 
meeting. If the rule which forbids ladies to 
visit college after six o’clock is to be relaxed 
to allow their attendance at such functions 
as the opening meetings of College Societies, 
to which they are admitted, there is no doubt 
that such a scheme will be greatly welcomed. 

The opening aneeting of the University 
Philosophical Society, which took place last 
Thursday, was one of the best. meetings the 
Society has had for some years. The Dublin 
University History Society has secured an 
exceptionally fine speaker to address its 
opening meeting, which takes place on Mon- 
day afternoon at 3.15, in the person of Pro- 
fessor J. B. Namier, who is Professor of 
History at Manchester University.

| united with the explicit intention of 
making radical changes in the sopial and 


economic life of the country; but,. while 
one. part of the coalition placed the stress 
upon political change, another part 
stressed economic change. During the 
Blum régime all the energy of the Govern- 
ment was expended in a series of economic 
experiments, of which the forty-hour 
working week and the nationalisation of 
armament works were the most conspicuous 
parts, By these measures M. Blum 
apparently went too far and too fast for 
the less radical of his supporters, with the 
inevitable result that the withdrawal of 
their support brought about the fall of 
his Government. Since that time M. 
Chautemps has tried to appease 
the bourgeois part of the coalition, and 
through the financial decrees of his 
Finance Minister, M. Bonnet, to some 
extent has undone the work of the Blum 
Cabinet. This unregulated swinging of 
the political pendulum has been the cause 
of considerable perturbation in the ranks 
of the Socialist and Communist sections 
of the Government’s supporters, and the 
resentment made itself manifest ‘at tr 
Cantonal elections a few weeks ago. How- 
ever the Chautemps Government may decide 
to go in its foreign policy its ultimate 
stability will not be affected, as in the 
last resort the foreign policy of France 
depends upon that of Great Britain and 
upon the maintenance of the entente. 
Home affairs, the reactions of which are 
not readily understood outside France, will 
decide the fate of M. Chautemps. Upon 
such matters as the forty-hour working 
week, the contrel of the railways, the 
financial situation, the salaries of civil 
servants, and the cost of living will the 
existence of the Chautemps. Government 
and the Popular Front itself depend in 
the immediate future. To satisfy the 
Radicals M. Bonnet has gone a long way 
towards balancing his Budget, but in so 
doing he has jeopardised some of the 
socialist measures which brought the 
Popular Front to power. Time and again 
M. Bonnet has stated that the productive 
powers of the country should be increased, 
thus, it is believed, threatening the 
reversal of the Blum policy. 

The strain upon the loyalty of the 
Socialists and Comm’.usts became so 
great that at the recent Cantcnal elec- 
tions an open breach showed .itself in a 
large number of constituencies. If the 


‘terms of the agreement had been stead- 


fastly observed, the Radicals maintain, 
they would not have lost 42 seats in the 
Cantonal Councils, upon which the com- 
position of the Senate is based. Without 
notice of any such intention Socialist 
candidates persisted in remaining in the 
lists for the second ballot, and by so doing 
caused a reduction in the strength of the 
>| Radicals, giving the balance of power in 
important districts to the Communists. 
Radical anger at this mancuvre was 
vented at the party congress at Lille, 
where the Chautemps Government was 
subjected to the most severe criticism, 
and at least one Minister, M. Cot, was 
hooted and shouted down. So far no 
irreparable damage appears to have been 
done, although the Socialists were indicted 
by the War Minister for their breaches 
of the electoral bargain. If the Popular 
Front is to be maintained, it was said, 
there must be discipline; although it is 
plain that any attempt to use extreme 
measures against the Blum supporters in 
the coalition would smash the Popular 
It was pointed out 
that export trade is paralysed, despite the 
hopes that had been placed in devaluation 
of the franc to restore it to tts normal 
buoyancy.: The smaller industries are 
suffering under disabilities of many 
kinds ; and all sections of the population 
are angry at the steadily rising cost of 
living. While Socialists and Communists 
demand persistence with the socia) reform 
policy of M. Blum, the Radicals retort 
that there can be no more social reforms 
without a precedent rise in the standard 
of production. Within the Chautemps 
Government, therefore, there is a struggle 
of conflicting ideals, On the one side is 
the desire for a balanced Budget, restora- 
tion of export trade, and financial 
equilibrium. On the other, the Socialist 
and Communist parties to the coalition, 
is the desire to carry the elector i! pledges 
of M. Blum to their logical end. When 
M. Bonnet tells the Leftist section of his 
supporters that France has the largest 


debt in Europe, and that revenue has 


dropped by one-fifth since 1929 while ex- 
penditure has risen by two-fiftns in the 
same period, his words may not carry the 
same weight which they will have with 
his own Radicals. Therein lie his trouble 
and the threat to his policy.

At a political meeting in Bloemfontein 
this week General Hertzog showed him- 
self in a far more tractable frame of 
mind. He had received, he said, a letter 
from the British Government which per 
suaded him that “our 1equest for such a 
transfer is one that should be given effect 
to.” He had the fullest confidence in the 
fulfilment of Britain’s original promise 
that South Africa should rective the 
Protectorates as soon as she should ex- 
press a desire to receive them. 

It is easy to see why the Union of 
South Africa wants the three Proteciorates. 
If, say, the counties of Leitrim and 
Carlow were under some other jurisdiction 
than that of the Free State Government, 
the Free State Government would strain 
every nerve to get possession of them—and 
her attitude would be no less resolute if 


and useless portions of Ireland. The three 
Protectorates in themselves are of no great 
‘importance—most of Bechuanaland is 
desert—but South Africa wants them for 
the sake of her own completeness. It is 
less easy to understand why the British 
Government refuses to part with them, 
since their material value and their 
strategic utility are negligible. The only 
reason that ever has been offered is a 
humane one. To all intents and purposes, 
the three Protectorates are native reserves, 
and the natives, however little love they 
may have for the Briton, have even less 
for the Boer. Such excuses, however, fall 
somewhat flat in these days. It is a fact 
that, whenever the question of a transfer 
of the Protectorates has been raised, either 
in the British Parliament or at an 
Imperial Conference, it has had to face 
the immediate and effective opposition of 
thes House of Lords, which has contrived 
to block any further discussion on the 
‘subject. Doubtless, if General Hertzog’s 
reading of his letter was correct, Mr. 
Neville Chamberlain’s Government will 
put an end to this opposition, and will 
make an early transfer of the territories. 
From the broader point of view, it will 
be wise. Great Britain has every reason 
to congratulate herselfvon the change of 
heart in South Africa during the last few 
years—a change of heart which has con. 
verted the Dominion from a grudging, 
half-rebellious partner to a loyal ‘and 
willing ally, It is not right that minor 
differences should be allowed to endan‘-er 
this new friendship. Great Britain loses 
little or nothing by relinquishment of the 
Protectorates ; she stands, instead, to gain 
greatly by the removal of one of the 
Union’s principal grievances. If imperial 
co-operation means anything, it means the 
existence of a spirit of give-and-take in 
regard to matters of this kind. 
that the differences between our own 
Government and that of Great Britain 
were so small, and could so easily be

The Nation’s Diet 

In a special article in The Times Sir 
Edward Mellanby gives some valuable 
advice regarding the choice of everyday 
food. It is quite true that a great deal 
of nonsense is talked about dietetics ; that 
cranks and faddists of all sorts con- 
tinually are preaching on a subject. which 
they hardly understand, but when a man 
of Sir Edward Mellanby’s eminence 
speaks his remarks are worthy of careful 
study. In his view, the average diet of 
the people of these islands is all wrong. 
It contains too much energy-giving food, 
and not enough protective food. The bulk 
of the items that constitute the ordinary 
food of the people consist of things such 
as flour, oats and rice, lean meat, pork, 
poultry, white fish, vegetable oils, sugar 
and jam—and laa items are deficient in 
nearly all the vitamins, as well as in 
important minerals, such as.calciam. Fur- 
thermore, the deficiency is not supplied 
by the enormous nationa! consumption of 
beverages, such. as tea and coffee, beer 
and spirits.. Protective foods are essen- 
tial to a properly regulated diet, and 
these foods seem to be precisely what

the average citizen will not consume in 


sufficiently large quantities. They im. 
clude eggs and milk, green vegetables, 
liver, fat fish, such as herrings, salmon 
and mackerel] ; fish oils and fruit. With- 
out an adequate quota of such foods the

In the diplomatic 
world it is rumcured that Japan desires 
recognition of an independent State of 
Inner Mongolia ; the right of the five 
northern provinces of CRina to choose 
their own form of Government; consider.

an agreement not to maintain a military 
Air Force. These terms ate onerous, and 


it is eertain that in the preserit temper 
of the Chinese they will be resisted to 
the uttermost. Even General Chiang 
Kai shek, China’s dictator, will be unable 
to get them accepted unless Chinese arms 
are faced with complete disaster. 


Funds for China 


A big Exhibition of Chinese Art is to 
be held here early next year to raise 
money for relief work in China, and the 
Royal Institute of British Architects have 
given the use of their building.

Already there is a large 
demand for tickets, and it is expected that 
the Central Hall, Westminster, where the 
meeting will be held, will be filled to its 
capacity. The campaign is to be con- 
tinued next year, and over a dozen meet- 
ings in different parts of London, as well 
as in several provincial centres, have, so 
far, been arranged. Mr. L. s. Amery,

Mr. Clement Davies, the member for 
Montgomery, who proved successful in the 
ballot for private members’ bills, has 
given notice that he will introduce a 
measure to appoint a Minister in the 
Cabinet, to carry out duties similar to 
those performed by the Secretary for 
Scotland. A demand for a Welsh Secre- 
tary has been growing of late, and earlier 
this year the Welsh Parliamentary arty, 
which is formed of Welsh members, irre- 
spective of pol.tics, decided to re-open a 
campaign started fifty years ago. An 
amendment to the address was tabled, re- 
gretting the absence of any reference in 
the King’s Speech to legislation on met- 
ters of Welsh interest, and calling for the 
appointment of a Secretary of State for 
Wales and Monmouthshire. This amend- 
ment will not be reached in time for dis- 
cussion during the present debate, but Mr. 
Davies’s good fortune in the draw will 
provide the Welshmen with an  oppor- 
funity of airing their grievances. 


Colonial Tour 


The Marquis of Dufferin, the Under- 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, is to 
leave London in the new year for an offi- 
ciat tour ‘of some of the British colonies. 
His arrangements have not yet been com- 
pleted, but it is understood that he will 
go to Zanzibar, Mauritius, Aden and 
British Somaliland. The journey will be 
made mostly by air and steamer, therein 
differing from, a somewhat similar tour 
made by Mr. Winston Churchill, who u- 
cupied the same office thirty years ago. 
Mr. Churchill travelled by cruiser, fre- 
quently using a bicysle for lane journeys.

He affirmed that the next Budget would 
be a balanced one. Civil servants’ demands 
were to be me? to a certain extent, for the 
Government had decided to ask Parlia 
ment to grant .a sum of . 2,000,000,000 
francs (about £13,900,000) to improve 
their position and that of ex-SerVice men. 

The Finance Minister said that the 
financial situation of France had im- 
proved, but there was still a difficult task 
ahead, and months would be needed for 
recovery. 

After referring to the importance of 
internal unity, M. Delbos said: “' Forti- 
fied within, we are also supported by 
friendships without. Franco-British solli- 
darity and friendship, which are sure 
guarantees of world peace, in addition to 
our own security, are stvonger than 
ever.” 

The Foreign Minister referred to the 
close friendship with Poland, the Soviet 
Union, and the Little Entente. Ín men- 
tioning President Roosevelt's recent 
speech, he said: “ I can say that never 
have the hearts of the three great demo 
cracies beaten more in unison.”’ :
